Behind the orange door of a 
white brick home live the wife 
and children of Air Force Maj. 
Virgil I. Grissom . 
Behind another door not far 
away 
live the wife and children 
of Navy Lt. Comdr. John W. 
Young. 
An MSC spokesman predicted 
that they would be the first as­ 
tro n au ts’ fam ilies to come out 
of seclusion and follow a flight 
from a scientific center. 
It is only a three-m ile drive 
to the new$110-miliion M ission 
Control Center. 
M rs. Y'oung’s children, San­ 
dra, 7, and John J r., 6, are too 
young to comprehend fully the 
Gemini project away from home 
for all but 10 days in the last 
10 months. 
M rs. G rissom ’s 
c h ild re n , 
Scott, 14, and Mark, 11, think 
a lot of dad, but their hero is 
said to be race car d riv er A, 
J. Foyt of Houston. 
M rs. G rissom saved hundreds 
of trading stamps for pasting 
into books today. 
M rs. Young had not disclosed 
what she would do to make the 
tim e pass. 
M rs. Grissom is a brown­ 
haired, soft-spoken daughter of 
Claude Moore of M itchell, Ind. 
She had her first date with 
G rissom when she was 14. 
M rs. Young is slightly freck­ 
led and has an enthusiastic 
sm ile. She is the form er B ar­ 
bara White of Savannah, Ga. 
H er husband has described her 
as "a good Navy wife.** 
She is a biking fan, as are 
the other m embers of the fam­ 
ily. They have four bicycles.

• America*« daring spare twins, 
Virgil G rissom and John Young, 
flew the w orld's first maneu­ 
verable 
manned 
space 
ship 
three tim es around the earth to­ 
day but 
m ission control said 
they m issed their main target 
by atx>ut 58 m iles when the cap­ 
sule parachuted into the At- 
’antic Ocean. 
j 
A ircraft sighted the capsule 
floating in the water. One of the 
planes dropped para rescue div­ 
ers and they were swimming to­ 
wards the vehicle to secure lt 
with a flotation collar. 
There was no immediate re­ 
port on the condition of the a s­ 
tronauts. 
M issioncontrol center said 
the capsule landed within 10 
m iles of the Coast Guard cutter 
Diligence. 
The a irc ra ft ca rrie r Intrepid 
estim ated lt would arrive at the 
landing point in about an hour 
and 45 m inutes. 
The pulsating flight, in which 
the astronauts flew their space 
chariot backwards, forw ards, 
sideways and upside down—-and 
executed the first orbital shifts 
ever made by a manned space 
vehicle — was an effective re­ 
hearsal for long-duration and 
rendezvous flights planned in 
the two-man Gemini program 
in the next few months. 
The m ission control center 
term ed the flight “ truly his­ 
toric** and said lt dem onstrated 
the 
extraordinary maneuver- 
Ability of the Gemini craft. 


Grlaaom, 3«, an Air Force 
major who became the first 
man to rocket twice into space, 
and Young, 34, a Navy lieuten­ 
ant commander, were in theair 
4 hours, 54 minutes in a flight 
that covered more than 81,000 
m iles. 
In what was described as a 
“ textbook flight,** 
they 
ex­ 
perienced only a few minor 
technical difficulties. Grissom 
reported that the Molly Brown 
responded well to his control 
and he was able to steer lt all 
over the sky with ease. 
From the moment of orbital 
insertion until 
landing, 
the 
spacecraft was flown manually 
and did not relyon automatic 
equipment as did the one-man 
Mercury capsules. 
Young, a fledgling spaceman, 
took over the controls for the 
first time during the third orbit, 
flying it for some 20 minutes. 


Astronauts Virgil

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. AP — 
When a sixth-grade, Mitchell, 
Ind., boy first saw an airplane 
overhead, 
he knew where he 
was going — up among the 
sta rs in a flying machine. 
But never in his wildest boy­ 
hood dream s, astronaut and Air 
Force Maj. Virgil I, Grissom 
couldn*t m atch the real life ad­ 
venture he faces now. 
Today the 38-year-old astro ­ 
naut — G rissom will be 39 
April 3 — is the hero of m il­ 
lions of schoolboys who look to 
the heavens and say as G rissom 
once said, " I want to t r a v e l 
among the s ta rs .’* 
It helps 
if you get A*s in 
m athem atics but it also means 
not sw erving from your goal 
no m atter what the obstacles. 
G rissom 
was 
turned 
away 
from a frighter pilot’s ca reer 
during W orld War n. "Go home 
and grow up,’’ he was told when 
he tried to enlist at 17. 
A year later, he was back, but 
instead of handling the controls 
of 
an 
airplane, 
Grissom 
punched a typew riter at Boca 


Raton, Fla., for the Army Air 
Force. 
On his first leave, he returned 
to Mitchell, and married his 
high school sweetheart, Betty 
Moore. 
After he was discharged, he 
worked his way through Purdue 
University cooking hamburgers 
in a restaurant. Betty worked 
as a telephone operator. 
He 
was 
graduated 
from 
Purdue with a degree in me­ 
chanical engineering. 
He tried the Air Force again 
and won out. His pretty wife 
pinned the wings to his officer's 
tunic in March, 1951. He had 
attained his dream. What came 
after were bonuses. 
Grissom went to Korea, flew 
1000 m issions, and was dec­ 
orated with the Distinguished 
Flvtrffc Cross. 
After the war, Grissom fl e w 
many of the new, hot jets as a 
test pilot. 
On April 9, 1959, 
he was chosen as one of the 
original seven astronauts. 
The 
family - Grissom, his 
wife, 13-year-old Scott and 10- 


year-old Mark - livea in a com­ 
fortable home In the exclusive 
Houston 
suburb 
of 
Timber 
Cover. 
He is a member of the Church 
of Christ. 


The 5 foot 7 Grissom was the 
second American in space. On 
July 21, 1961, he was hurled 
116 m iles high and 2S4 m iles 
down the Atlantic in his Liberty 
B il 7 Mercury space capsule. 
The scorching, suborbltai ride 
paved the way tor Lt. Col. John 
H, Glenn J r.’s three orbits of 
the earth Fab. 10, 1981. 
Grissom’s spaceship sank and 
he had to scramble out the sm all 
end of the cramped capsule to 
escape going down too. 


He almost went under 
tor 
good when his suit filled with 
water and a hovering helicop­ 
ter’s blades whipped up waves 
that pushed him under twice. 
In a final, 
desperate 
lunge 
he grabbed a life preserved and 
was rescued. 
Grissom is next to the smal­ 
lest astronaut. At ISO pounds,

exercising, he weighs 15 more 
pounds and stands one-half Inch 
taller than Navy Lt. Comdr.

rope. I he signs use symbols instead of words. 
Many of the symbols - - a locomotive, cow, 
man digging, children running — can be under­ 
stood by anybody who sees them. 
Americans accustomed to wordy signs, and 
signs bearing messages with private mean­ 
ings for traffic engineers, often praise the 
simplicity 
and 
universality 
of International 
signs.

For one thing, signs would have to be very 
large so fast-driving motorists could recognize 
the figures in time to act, when necessary. At 
a distance, a cow looks a lot like a locomotive;

The cost of replacing verbal signs with figure 
and symbol signs would be a billion-dollar job 
- - and an unnecessary one when we consider 
that practically everybody in the United States 
speaks English. We don’t need a universal 
symbol language. 
Finally, 
are 
International signs really as 
Instantly meaningful as partisans say they are? 
Europe’s system includes a picture of a gate. 
S<$ what does that mean? There’s a car and a 


motorcycle. Would you have known that this 
means the road 
is closed to motor vehicles? 
There’s a circle around a diagonal bar, as one 
sign. 
No one would know that this means “ end 
of speed lim it” unless he’d learned it. 
Learned it. If people must be educated to the 
meaning of International signs (and the three just 
cited are typical), then what is their advantage 
over the American 
system which people also 
must learn? 
The wisdom of a switch to the International 
system appears even more doubtful when one 
considers that a nationwide drive to make 
American traffic signs more meaningful, and 
valuable 
in saving lives and moving traffic, 
has been underway for a couple years. 
Cities, counties and 
states 
are erecting 
larger signs with standard colors and designs, 
and reflective coating which glows in head­ 
lights, to replace bent and rusted signs, and signs 
too small or confusing in wording or shape. 
It’s a necessary job these traffic officials are 
doing. Sixty-two 
per cent of thousands of 
motorists in an American Automobile As­ 
sociation survey, asked what annoys them most, 
checked “Confusing or Inadequate Direction 
Signs.” 
Upgrading our own sign system seems to 
be the best solution to this problem -- not 
transplanting somebody else’s system.

He should anticipate a sudden 
move by the youngster that 
might cause a collision. The 
cyclist, at the same time, is 
required to observe the same 
traffic 
laws 
that 
apply to 
m otorists.” 
Colonel Waggoner pointed out 
that in many of the accidents 
that 
involved bicycles, 
the 
bicyclist was guilty of a traf­ 
fic violation. He said, “ Traf­ 
fic signals and stop signs are 
often ignored by bicycle riding 
youngsters. This often results 
in an accident involving the bi­ 
cyclist and a motor vehicle or 
a collision of motor vehicles 
attempting 
to 
avoid 
the 
bicyclist. 
“ Learning and obeying traffic 
laws while riding a bicycle is 
one of the best ways to develop 
the habit 
of obeying 
traffic 
laws as a motorist. With the 
traffic problem becoming larg­ 
er all the time, parents 
can 
perform a great service to their 
children by seeing to it that they 
learn and obey all traffic laws. 
This will 
help insure 
their 
safety as a bicyclist and later 
as a m otorist,” Colonel Wag­ 
goner concluded.

“ No less than 64 cabinet mem­ 
bers, U. S. Senators, congress­ 
men, and other prominent per­ 
sons have had occasion to pub­ 
licly classify one or both of 
these individuals as liars 
in 
varying degree. . . 
“ It appears that there are 
two sides to every question— 
the true side and the Pearson- 
A n d e r s o n 
distortion. Mr. 
Speaker, the record stands.” 
Sikes neglected to submit his 
military record so that 
his 
colleagues 
could 
judge 
for 
themselves how it stands. To 
correct this oversight, 
this 
column has obtained his record 
from the Pentagon, where any 
citizen can obtain it and, in fair­ 
ness, now publishes it. 
— BATTLE OF BUDGET 
NOT THE BULGE— 
Bob Sikes was commissioned 
a Second Lieutenant in 
the 
Army Reserves in December, 
1931. He dropped out in De­ 
cember, 1936, the same year 
that Hitler occupied the Rhine­ 
land and made it fairly clear 
war might be imminent. 
Elected to Congress in 1940, 
Sikes stuck to his desk until 
the final days of the war in 
Europe. In October, 1944, as the 
U. S. Army was racing toward 
the Rhine, he wangled a quickie 
commission 
as 
a Major and 
rushed off to E urope for a three- 
month inspection tour. He re­ 
turned to Washington during the 
bloody Battle of the Bulge to 
reoccupy his seat when Con­ 


gress 
convened in 
January. 
1945. 
He appeared more Interested 
in fighting the Battle of the 
Budget than the Battle of the 
Bulge. 
Nevertheless, 
he 
claimed 
in 
the biographical 
sketch he submitted to Who’s 
Who that he had “ served 
in 
European Theater, World War 
II.” 
He didn’t give up his Major’s 
rank immediately but remained 
on inactive duty until the war 
ended. He formally resigned 
his commission in December, 
1945. 
The following year, he was 
named to the House Armed 
Services 
Committee. Three 
months later, back into the 
Army Reserves he went— in 
March, 1946—-this time as 
a 
Lieutenant Colonel. That’s quite 
a 
promotion 
in 
only three 
months, especially consider­ 
ing the fact that he was not 
in the Army during those three 
months, a lot of other Reserves 
would like to take three months 
off and get promoted during 
their vacation. 
In 1949 Sikes switched to the 
Appropriations C o m m i t t e e , 
which controls the government 
purse - strings. He voted for 
most of the funds the Army 
wanted. In April, 1950, he was 
rewarded with a promotion to 
Colonel. 
Customarily, the Army stops 
at 
Colonel in 
handing 
out 
political promotions. But for 
the next decade, the congress­ 
man from Florida fought val­ 
iantly for military appropria­ 
tions. The Army showed its 
appreciation. It promoted him 
to Brigadier General in May, 
1960, It gave him a second star 
in December, 1962. 
Sikes is now leading the group 
of Army Reservists on Capitol 
Hill who are trying to stop 
S e c r e t a r y 
of Defense Mc­ 
Namara 
from curbing 
their 
military privileges. When Sikes 
needs dental work, for example, 
he likes to go to the Army Den­ 
tal Clinic at Walter Reed Hos* 
pital where he can get a filling 
for $1.75. Civilian dental work 
would cost him from $10 to $30 
a filling.

The accompanying account of a 
combination of old 
and new 
transportation to speed the tra ­ 
veler on his way, back In 1860, 
may remind twentieth century 
travelers of a sim ilar expedient 
three decades ago. 
Airplanes were slow In 1929, 
and the nation had no marked 
airways. Without either visual 
or radio navigation aids, pas­ 
senger planes could not fly at 
night. So railroads and a ir­ 
lines joined hands. The traveler 
would fly by day, in a Ford 
tri-m otor commonly called the 
"T in Goose," and continue his 
journey by pullman car at night. 
The trip required 48 hours— 
two days In the air, two nights 
in a pullman berth. 
Transcontinental Air Trans­ 
port, a predecessor of T.W.A., 
started the service July 3,1929. 
In October, 1930, the new T.W.A. 
offered all-air transportation 
across the country In 36 hours, 
the passengers spending the 
night in Kansas City. Two years 
later there was through air ser­ 
vice In 24 hours with, of course, 
many stops to fuel the 10- 
passenger, 
100-mile-an-hour 
planes. 
Today’s traveler speeds from 
coast to coast nonstop In 4 1/2 
hours; and In a few years may 
be doing It In an hour and a half. 
Soon the summer vacation ads 
will blossom out, offering trips 
to every point of the compass, 
including jet flights to Europe 
In a matter of a few hours. 
None of these travel opportuni­ 
ties, however, Is likely to car­ 
ry more Impact on the readers 
than an ad appearing in the Dally 
Kansas City Journal of Com­ 
m erce March 6, 1860 - 105 
years ago. 
The display announced a new 
steamboat and rail service to 
St. Louis by way of the Han­ 
nibal & St. Joseph railroad. 
The railroad Itself hadn’t yet 
reached Kansas City. 
Gist of the ad was in two 
terse sentences: 
Time from Kansas City to 
St. Louis twenty-eight hours. 
Three days saved over any 
other route. 
Other travel ads close to the 
startling H. & St. J. announce­ 
ment offered 24-hour service 
from St. Louis to Chicago over 
the Alton & Chicago R. R., 
complete with sleeping car se r­ 
vice; 
fast through schedules 
from Western term inals 
to 
Pittsburgh on the Pennsylvania 
Central, where direct connec­ 
tions could be made with three 
dally 
trains for 
New York, 
Washington and Baltimore, with 
Woodruff 
sleeping 
cars at­ 
tached 
to express and fast 
trains. (There was a discreet 
silence concerning the tlrne In­ 
volved. ) For those travelers 
hardly enough to reach New 
York, the St. Nicholas hotel 
offered sumptuous accommoda­ 
tions for 1,000 guests -- apart­ 
ments for families. 
PRIMITIVE ROLLING STOCK 
The Hannibal & St. Joseph 
railroad advertisement, under 
the 
heading "New Arrange­ 
ments for I860," was an ornatf 
display bit for the 
times 
dressed up with two woodcuts, 
one showing an early-day train, 
and the other a sidewheeler 
riv er steam er, the two modes 
of transportation used In 
the 
"flying trip’* across Missouri. 
Woodcuts evidently were hard 
to come by, for the train shown 
was one long outdated, even in 


1860. It consisted of a prim i­ 
tive four-wheeled cahless loco­ 
motive , a flat car that served 
as a baggage carrier and two 
oversized stage coadies, each 
mounted on a 4-wheeled truck, 
equipment that went out of use 
In the late 1830s or 1840s. 
Identifying Itself as the "G reat 
United States Mall and Express 
Line/» (the H. A St. J. had 
won a mall contract the year 
b fore by running a train from 
Hannibal toSt. Joseph In slightly 
more than four hours, a time not 
to I* equaled for another 70 
years), the railroad announced; 
"The 
shortest, 
quickest, 
cheapest and only reliable line 
from Kansas City to any of the 
eastern, northern or southern 
cities. 
"The company’s packets will 
arrive at Kansas City at 1 
•o’clock p.m., and leave at 6 
a.m ., connecting at Atchison 
with the railroad. 
Only 
60 
miles of steamboat travel.Time 
from Kansas City to St. Louis, 
twenty-eight hours. Three days 
saved over any other route. 
Passengers will find It to their 
advantage to call at the office 
of the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
R.R. Company, corner of Dela­ 
ware street and the levee near 
the U.S. Express. 
THE MEALS WERE FREE 
"B e sure and buy 
through 
tickets and save money. Bag­ 
gage checked through at Atchi­ 
son — meals and stateroom s 
free . . . 
"Passengers can take their 
choice of routes to St. Louis 
by way of N.M.R.R., or take 
steam er from Hannibal to St. 
Louis.” 
The North Missouri railroad 
route offered is the present 
Wabash line from Chillicothe to 
St. Louis. 
While not apparent to 
the 
casual reader, the ad reflected 
the intense fight which was be­ 
ginning among the M issouri riv­ 
e r cities from Kansas City to 
St. Joseph over which was to 
get the first Missouri 
river 
bridge and become the main 
term inal for a railroad to the 
West. 
St. Joseph was off to a run­ 
ning start. The Hannibal & St. 
Joseph, the first railroad west 
of the Mississippi, had com­ 
pleted its line across Missouri 
the year before and had cap­ 
tured the government mall con­ 
tract heretofore held by stages 
and river packets. 
This railroad was projected 
originally as the eastern seg­ 
ment of a transcontinental route 
to the West Coast. 
The road 
w as to cross the Missouri river 
at St. Joseph, continue across 
Northeastern Kansas 
for 100 
miles and on into 
Nebraska 
westward to a junction with the 
Central Pacific . From Grand 


Island, Neb., west, this Is the 
same route followed today by 
the Union Pacific’s transconti­ 
nental line. The St. Joseph to 
Grand Island branch of the Un­ 
ion Pacific Is the route origi­ 
nally envisaged as the overland 
line of the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
railroad. 
The famed Pony Express fol­ 
lowed this original route all the 
way from St. Joseph to Sacra­ 
mento, 
Calif., 
where it con­ 
nected with the embryo Central 
Pacific which was pushing east­ 
ward. 
STALLED BY MERCHANTS 
Instead of getting the Mis­ 
souri bridged and the H. A St. 
J. on its way west, a group of 
St. Joseph merchants and busi­ 
ness 
leaders 
deliberately 
stalled the project. They could 
see no reason to forego the big 
profits In outfitting the over­ 
land stages and private expedi­ 
tions to California. 
The ( lvll war came along soon 
afterward and bands of Con­ 
federate 
guerrillas were 
so 
successful In cutting the rail­ 
road In North Missouri that the 
federal government gave up this 
_route 
and 
started all over, 
crossing Iowa and Nebraska 
through Omaha, instead of Mis­ 
souri and Kansas through St. 
Joseph. 
Loss of the big transconti­ 
nental plum didn't stop the five 
river communities on the Mis- 
souri-Kansas l>order - Atchison 
“ and Leavenworth in Kansas,- 
and St. Joseph, Weston and Kan­ 
sas 
City in Missouri. 
They 
locked horns in a fierce battle 
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for the first bridge, a battle 
that went all the way to Wash­ 
ington, since the bridge would 
be at least partly a federal 
project. Officials of the H. YSt. 
J . didn’t care which community 
won, but they Intended to be at 
the 
bridgehead, 
wherever it 
was. 
Accordingly, 
Hannibal 
A St. 
Joseph branches reached Wln- 
throp (East Atchison), Weston, 
near Leavenworth, and pushed 
southwest from Cameron, Mo., 
through 
Clay County toward 
Kansas City. 
Atchison supporters were so 
certain of ultimate victory that 
they didn’t wait for the bridge 
before they started a railroad to 
the West. They promoted the 
Atchison & Pike’s Peak rail­ 
road, and actually had it run­ 
ning trains from Atchison to 
the small hamlet of Waterville 
in Marshall County, Kansas. 
Atchison claimed to be the 
only city In Kansas on the ra il­ 
road blandly Ignoring the fact 
that the only way to get from 
Atchison proper to the Hanni­ 
bal & St. Joseph terminal In 
W lnthrop, or East Atchison, was 
by ferry across the Missouri 
river. 
The Winthrop terminal 
actually was the "Atchison" re ­ 
ferred to In the ad In the 
Kansas City newspaper of 1860. 
BOTH EDITOR AND MAIL 
CLERK 
The Atchison & Pike’s Peak 
was an Informal operation. The

Meanwhile, negotiations re­ 
sumed, and a contract emerged 
of such stunning advantage to 
the 
longshoremen 
that their 
own most militant leader was 
constrained to greet it as the 
answer 
to every longshore­ 
man’s dreams. 
Confidently, he put it to a 
vote. By a narrow margin — 
1000 votes; about 7 per cent 
--the longshoremen inexplic­ 
ably turned it down. Where­ 
upon, the entire country went 
into a tailspin. 
The New York Times, to give 
an example of the importance 
attached to the decision of the 
longshoremen, gave attention to 
their decision over several days 
that outweighed any other de­ 
velopment, national or inter­ 
national.

The government of the United

temporary measure I would tend

line in the absence of stated 
grievances of its own, and the 
reorganization of laws so as to 
perm it afflicted business to sue 
labor unions, and labor union 
members, 
collectively 
and 
separately, for damages sus­ 
tained by sympathy strikes. 
The absence of philosophical 
thought given to the nature and 
excesses of labor union power 
is the clearest sign of the 
bankruptcy of the Democratic 
Administration and of the in­ 
tellectual bards who sing its 
praises In the name of freedom 
and justice. 


Those who believe it is an 
exaggeration to charge the in­ 
tellectual 
community 
with a' 
class-w ar cast of mind have 
only to mediate on the exist­ 
ing situation.

The A, B, C’s of fresh pear; 
at this time of year, are the 
Anjou, Bose and Comice varie­ 
ties — fresh, Juicy and avail­ 
able in large numbers. 
These three, plus Winter Ne­ 
lls, are considered the 
major 
varieties of winter pears, those 
now coming to market from the t# 
_west coast states. According to 
the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture, although this crop Is 
below 
average, 
it is con­ 
siderably larger than a year 
ago and available supplies are 
far larger than in 1964. 
Selection 
of 
fresh pears 
generally depends on the way 
they are to be used -- and how 
soon. 
Pears are ready-to-eat 
when they yield readily to thumb 
pressure at the base of the 
stem. 
For cooking or keeping 
at home a few days, slightly 
underripe fruit Is a good choice. 
In general, USDA’s Consumer 
and Marketing Service advises 
choosing pears which are fairly 
firm, but not hard. They should 
be 
clean, 
free from blemish 
and not misshapen or shriveled. 
The best test of ripeness is 
touch. 
Color is not a 
good 
indicator, since these winter 
pears 
all 
are 
green or 
greenish-yellow in color when 
ready-to-use. 
Juicy, delicious fresh pears 
are prime eating out-of-hand 
on cereal, or in fresh fruit 
cups and salads. They also can 
be cooked — simmered, stewed, 
or baked -- for a fine-flavored 
dessert, entree garnish or fruit 
iish.

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RIGHTS 
BODY MAY SEEK 
MORE FUNDS 
In its nearly half dozen or so 
years of existence, the Mis- 
ouri Commission on Human 
Rights has made steady prog* 
ress in upping its operating bud­ 
get, enlarging its staff and se­ 
curing additional office space. 


But, in spite of all this, its 
energetic executive director, 
Peter Robertson, rem ains im­ 
patient and uneasy in his quest 
for putting the commission on 
a more efficient and effective 
operating basis. 
For the next fiscal year, be­ 
ginning the first of July, Gov­ 
ernor 
Hearnes 
has recom­ 
mended a budget for the com­ 
mission in excess of $100,000. 
This is by far the largest ap­ 
propriation ever sought for this 
organization. 
However, the commission ap­ 
parently is prepared to go to the 
legislature and seek a revision 
(upward) of this amount. 
‘'Even if the legislature gives 
us every dime of the recom­ 
mended appropriation," 
Rob­ 
ertson commented, **We would 
still be one of the smallest 
state agencies in the country 
and it's unlikely that the fed­ 
eral government could concede 
jurisdiction to us." 
The latter apparently 
is a 
continuing thorn in the side of 
the 
commission. 
If 
Mis­ 
souri doesn't Initiate a more 
powerful 
state organization 
capable of handling Missouri af­ 
fairs in fair employment, hous­ 
ing. etc., there's a good possi­ 
bility that the federal govern­ 
ment could some time step 
tnto what ordinarily would seem 
to be local affairs. 
"I am greatly pleased to see 
that there is almost 100 per 
cent agreement that Missouri 
should pass these laws to broad­ 
en Fair Employment Practices 
(FEP) and basic public ac­ 
commodation laws and to as­ 
sure that Missouri will handle 
its own problems without nec­ 
essary interference by the fed­ 
eral government," Robertson 
said. 
He 
added; "However, in the 
employment field, passing the 
law is just the first step. Under 
the new federal legislation, the 
federal government can either 
become involved in massive in­ 
vestigations in the state of Mis­ 
souri or stay out and leave lo­ 
cal matters to a state agency." 
"Whichever they do is up to 
the Missouri legislature. The 
federal 
government will ob­ 
viously 
not grant exclusive 
jursidlction to a Missouri state 
agency if that agency is not 
adequately staffed to do a com­ 
petent job in the field." 
Robertson, 
who recently was 
named recipient of the St. Louis 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
Distinguished Service Award, 
now has a staff of five, includ­ 
ing himself. Working with him 


are two field representatives 
and two secretaries. 
The Jaycee award took note of 
th e 
f a c t 
that 
Robertson, 
"through his position as Exec­ 
utive Director of the Commis­ 
sion, has taken the lead in en­ 
couraging Civil Rights groups to 
use the legal process instead of 
the streets for redress of griev­ 
ances." 
But, there remain those who 
feel that a more cautious ap­ 
proach to 
the matter 
is 
proper and that too much haste 
could upset the apple cart. 
STATE INCOME TAX 
RECEIPTS INCREASE 
The state Revenue Department 
reports that 1964 personal in­ 
come tax collections for the 
previous year totaled nearly $55 
m illlon, for an Increase of near­ 
ly $6 million over 1962. Cor­ 
porate taxes for the year totaled 
an additional $10.8 million. 
An interesting note to the de­ 
partm ent's 
announcement was 
the fact that St. Louis city and 
county combined for a total 
personal Income tax payment in 
excess of $25 million, nearly 
half of that collected for the 
entire state. 
The department made $10,- 
360,760 in refunds last year 
while Missourians paid the fed­ 
eral government more than a 
billion dollars in income taxes. 
LEGISLATIVE HIGHLIGHTS 
In The final week of bill intro­ 
duction, Reps. Russell of St. 
Louis County and Sims co-au- 
thored a m easure pertaining to 
the labeling of meat products. 
The measure provides 
that 
packaged meat must show the 
date of packaging, net weight 
or contents, price per pound 
and total price. Also, meat 
which has been frozen, such as 
chicken, must be clearly lab­ 
eled to indicate this. 
Under a bill sponsored by Rep. 
Ronald Belt and a host of others, 
state expenses would continue to 
go up. This measure (HB 591) 
would provide for a minimum 
state salary of $3,000. A fis­ 
cal note attached indicates that 
it would 
cost the state an ad­ 
ditional $2,500,000 annually. 
Further 
on finances, Rep­ 
resentative Tom Baker ofStod- 
dard County has authored a bill 
to give the commissioner of 
agriculture a $6,500 raise in 
salary. 
The 
commissioner's 
present salary of $12,000 would 
be hiked to $18,500 making it 
even more of an attratlve po­ 
litical patronage plum. 
And, more on finances, a bill 
brought up by Rep. Richard Mc- 
Fadin of Clay County would al­ 
low members of the General 
Assembly to receive mileage 
allowances four times a month 
rather than the present two at 
a cost to the state per session 
of $84,000.

On the other hant^ 
if it helps the applicant and the 
company find what each is look­ 
ing for, how can you fight it?

RSMo 1959, be amended so as 
to describe the responsibilities 
of the Collector of Revenue to 
be those related to the handling 
of money, and excluding any 
responsibilities 
for adminis­ 
tration of the Department 
of 
Revenue that do not pertain to 
the handling of money. 
47. That there be created with­ 
in the Department of Revenue a 
Division of Enforcement, and 
that this division be charged 
with the responsibility for en­ 
forcing and auditing all laws 
and regulations pertaining to 
the handling of state moneys. 
48. 
That 
there 
be created 
within the Department of Rev­ 
enue a Division of Departmental 
Services, and that this divi­ 
sion be charged 
with the re­ 
sponsibility of providing 
all 
common services required by 
the various units of the Depart­ 
ment 
of Revenue, i.e., 
data 
processing, building services, 
etc. 
This administrative reorgani­ 
zation will enable specializa­ 
tion in work according to func­ 
tion. The Division of Collection 
will concentrate 
upon 
the 
handling of state moneys. The 
Divlson 
of Law Enforcement 
will be concerned only with mat­ 
ters related to statute com­ 
pliance; and the Division of De­ 
partmental Services will pro­ 
vide all 
units with commonly 
required services such as pur­ 
chasing and storing supplies, 
janitorial 
services, 
central 
mall handling, etc. 
This internal reorganization is 
necessary 
fo r 
efficiently 
handling 
the ever increasing 
work volume of the department. 
The structure will enable the 
application of assembly - line 
techniques and specialization 
of labor to the large work vol­ 
ume of the department. 
INTERNAL PROCEDURE 
49. Recommendation; 
That the Department of Rev­ 
enue conduct formal training 
and orientation 
for new em­ 
ployees, especially those work­ 
ing outside Jefferson City. Au­ 
ditors 
and enforcement 
em­ 
ployees 
shall attend 
formal 
training sessions at least an- 
nauily for the purpose of study­ 
ing 
implications and applica­ 
tions of new laws, rules and reg­ 
ulations. 
The Department of Revenue 
now has no universal program 
for orienting new employees or 
supplementing the information 
and knowledge of experienced 
employees.

elaborate details for any pro­ 
cedural 
modification. B o th 
classes of employees as well 
as the department’s chief ex­ 
ecutives can benefit from reg­ 
ular training sessions. 
50. Recommendation: 
That all units of the Depart­ 
ment of Revenue prepare man­ 
uals of procedures. These man­ 
uals 
shall contain all current 
job and procedural 
instruc­ 
tions with provisions for revi- 
'sion. 
This recommendation closely 
resem bles 
a suggestion from 
the 1955 Commission. New em­ 
ployees and field employees 
should have 
procedural man­ 
uals for rapidly improving their 
efficiency and to prescribe uni­ 
form departmental policies. 
Field auditors do not maintain 
regular contact with each other, 
therefore, original 
auditing 
techniques or peculiar applica­ 
tions of revenue statues are not 
necessarily a matter of general 
knowledge 
among 
field em­ 
ployees. The 
lack of commu­ 
nication and formal manuals of 
procedures makes uniform ap­ 
plication of existing statutes 
to new business operations ex­ 
trem ely difficult. 
New 
employees 
have 
few 
guides for orientation except 
word - of - mouth instructions 
from 
supervisors 
or older 
employees. 
Passing instruc­ 
tions concerning departmental 
procedures and interpretation 
of statutes by word-of-mouth 
does not promote uniformity 
nor accuracy among employees' 
work. The increasing workload 
of 
the department 
demands 
more 
employees. 
Effective 
supervision of new employees 
during 
apprenticeship 
train­ 
ing periods is becoming more 
difficult. 
Manuals of procedure for the 
Department of Revenue are nec­ 
essary for uniform and efficient 
operation.

The launching was delayed 23 
minutes because of a leak in a 
fuel oxidizer line. 


Six minutes after launch, the 
mission control center reported 
that Molly Brown was In a suc­ 
cessful orbit.

p.m. Recovery ships and planes, 
headed by the airc ra ft c a rrie r 
Intrepid, were stationed in the 
intended luuuet area. 
Grissom , the command pilot, 
fired small jets to provide the 
final maneuver that steered the 
Molly Brown into the desired 
orbit. 
He has the distinction of be­ 
coming the first man to rocket 
twice into space. 
On July 21, 1961, he sailed 
briefly across the threshold of 
space on a 16-minute project 
Mercury suborbital flight and, 
m a hair-raising finish, swam 
for his life when his Liberty 
Bell 7 filled with w ater and 
sank. 
Grissom and Young are the 
18th and 19th persons and the 
seventh and eighth A m ericans 
to fly into space. TheSoviet Un­ 
ion has orbited 10 men and one 
woman.

Five days ago, two 
more Russians shot Into orbit 
and one of them stepped out­ 
side the capsule hi an historic 
space feat. 
Although the Gemini space­ 
craft tsabout 4,000 pounds light­ 
er than the Voshkod, It has a 
key capability which the Soviet 
vehicle did not. It can Ih> ma­ 
neuvered 
so 
that 
astronaut 
team s can practice techniques 
that must be perfected for Pro­ 
ject Apollo manned lunar land­ 
ings planned late in this decade. 
Both the abilitx to maneuver 
ami to operate outside an orbit­ 
ing spacecraft are techniques 
which must be developed be­ 
fore either Russians or Am eri­ 
cans go to the moon. 
On the next Gemini flight, 
scheduled 
in 
June, astronaut 
Jam es A. McDivitt is scheduled 
to em erge partly at least from 
his spacecraft. 
Twenty minutes after liftoff, 
while 
G rissom 
and 
Young 
soared high over Africa, they 
made checks of then life sup­ 
port system . G rissom reported 
to a tracking station in the Can­ 
ary 
Islands that all system s 
were working well. 
As they wheeled around the 
globe, the astronauts were to 
fly 
their 7,000-pound \e lu d e 
backward, 
forward and side­ 
ways, pitch it nose down and 
stand it on its tail. During most 
of the m ission, they were to 
face the direction they were 
flying instead of backwa rd as the 
Mercury pilots did. 
G rissom was to be in control 
most of the tim e and twice dur­ 
ing the flight he was to lower 
the orbital path by about 50 
m iles in the first attem pt to 
change an orbit on a manned 
space trip . The R ussians a re 
not known to have accomplished 
this feat. 


Young's prim ary Job was to 
take 
control 
of the 
craft 
for 20 minutes during the third 
orbit. 
I'll«* m aneuvers on tin* rela­ 
tively brief flight were to deter* 
mine how well the sophisticated 
Gemini s;vicecraft can l*t* mani­ 
pulated in prepa ration fbr de­ 
manding flights planned lit the 
future — especially linking up 
with other orbiting satellites. 
The 90-foet tall Titan 2 sent a 
flash of thunder rolling across 
the Cape as it blasted into the 
sky after the relatively brief 
technical dela\. As the rocket 
penetrated the cold air of the 
upper atm osphere, a wide vapor 
trail blossomed out behind It. 
As the rocket sped above 35,- 
000 feet, a pair of F4C Phantom 
2 jet planes whipped in behind 
it, adding their vapor tra ils to 
the ones already in the sky. 
The planes ca rried cam eras 
to record the rising rocket's 
flight as it passed through an 
area 
of aerodynam ic thrust. 


ionic booms created by the test 
moving planes resounded like 
exploding artillery shells over 
the Cape. 
The mission control center 
reported that Molly Brown liad 
settled into an orbit ranging 
from 100 to 142 miles high. 
The low point was exactly as 
intended. The high jw'int was 
lOwer 
than 
the planned 149 
m iles. Tltis would have no ef­ 
fect on the m ission. 
After 30 minutes of flight, the 
control center had not reported 
any direct rem arks from the 
astronauts to news media fol­ 
lowing the progress of the shot 
at a press site on the Cape. 
This contrasts with ea rlier 
flights, when a steady flow of 
chatter cam e down from the 
Mercury astronauts. 
As the spacecraft swooped 
ovei east Africa during the first 
orbit, G rissom activated one of 
three 
scientific 
experim ents 
planned on tin* flight. 
He rotated the handle of a 25- 


ounce container mounted inside 
the spacecraft. The container 
carried sea urchin eggs which 
G rissom was to fortIIizoat var­ 
ious tim es by rotating the con­ 
tainer. Experts later will try to 
determ ine the effect of weight­ 
less flight on the growth of the 
eggs in tin* container. 
AI>out the same tim e,G rissom 
exercised several methods of 
manually controlling his craft. 
He 
manipulated 
the 
control 
sticks which are located in the 
center of the vehicle between 
him and Young. He reported to 
the tracking station in Kano, 
N igeria, that the controls func­ 
tioned smoothly. 
Although the flight scored ft 
first 
in maneuverability, the

G rissom straightened out one 
minor problem that developed 
over Africa and a short tim e 
later the m ission control center 
at Cape Kennedy gave him the 
green light for a second o rbit.

Some difficulty had developed 
in a secondary electronic sys­ 
tem associated with a Jet thrust­ 
er that helps 
maneuver Hit* 
craft, 
but 
G rissom reported 
over A ustralia that the problem 
had been solved. 
It was astronaut C harles Con­ 
rad J r., a Navy lieutenant com­ 
mander, who is to make a sev- 
en-day Gemini flight later this 
year, who passed on the word 
from m ission control to go for 
the second o rb it.

My father, eldest of 6 chil­ 
dren of Waddy Thorpe Hunt 
and M elissa Abby (Kelly) Hunt, 
was born in Habersham Coun­ 
ty, Georgia.

others in public life, I have had

lished by Drew Pearson and 
Jack Anderson. . . . 
“ No less than 64 cabinet mem­ 
bers, U. S. Senators, congress­ 
men, and other prom inent per­ 
sons have had occasion to pub­ 
licly classify one or both of 
these individuals as lia rs 
in 
varying degree. . . 
“ It appears that there are 
two sides to every question— 
the true side and the Pearson- 
A n d e r s o n 
distortion. Mr. 
Speaker, the record stan d s." 
Sikes neglected to submit his

— BATTLE OF BUDGET 
NOT THE BULGE— 
Bob Sikes was com missioned 
a Second Lieutenant in 
the 
Army R eserves in December, 
1931. He dropped out in De­ 
cem ber, 1936, the sam e year 
that Hitler occupied the Rhine­ 
land and made it fairly clear 
war might be imminent. 
Elected to Congress in 1940, 
Sikes stuck to his desk until 
the final days of the war in 
Europe. In October, 1944, as the 
U. S. Army was racing toward 
the Rhine, he wangled a quickie 
com m ission 
as 
a Major and 
rushed off to E urope for a three- 
month inspection tour. He re­ 
turned to Washington during the 
bloody Battle of the Bulge to 
reoccupy his seat when Con­ 


g ress 
convened in 
January, 
1945. 
He appeared more Interested 
in fighting the Battle of the 
Budget than the Battle of the 
Bulge. 
N evertheless, 
he 
claim ed 
in 
the biographical 
sketch he submitted to Who’s 
Who that he had “ served 
in 
European Theater, World War 
II." 
He didn't give up his Major’s 
rank imm ediately but rem ained 
on inactive duty until the war 
ended. He formally resigned 
his com m ission in December, 
1945. 
The 
following year, he was 
nam ed to the House 
Armed 
Services 
Com mittee. Three 
months 
later, back into the 
Army R eserves he went— in 
M arch, 1946—this time as 
a 
Lieutenant Colonel. That’s quite 
a 
promotion 
in 
only three 
months, especially consider­ 
ing the fact that he was not 
in the Army during those three 
months. A lot of other R eserves 
would like to take three months 
off and get promoted during 
their vacation. 
In 1949 Sikes switched to the 
A ppropriations C o m m i t t e e , 
which controls the government 
purse - strings. He voted for 
m ost of the funds the Army 
wanted. In April, 1950, he was 
rew arded with a promotion to 
Colonel. 
Custom arily, the Army stops 
at 
Colonel in 
handing 
out 
political prom otions. But for 
the next decade, the congress­ 
man from Florida fought val­ 
iantly for m ilitary appropria­ 
tions. The 
Army showed its 
appreciation. It promoted him 
to B rigadier General in May, 
1960, It gave him a second star 
in Decem ber, 1962. 
Sikes is now leading the group 
of Army R eservists on Capitol 
Hill who are trying to stop 
S e c r e t a r y 
of Defense Mc­ 
Nam ara 
from curbing 
their 
m ilitary privileges. When Sikes 
needs dental work, for example, 
he likes to go to the Army Den­ 
tal Clinic at W alter Reed Hos* 
pltal where he can get a filling 
for $1.75. Civilian dental work 
would cost him from $10 to $30 
a filling.

The cost of replacing verbal signs with figure 
and symbol signs would be a billion-dollar job 
- - and an unnecessary one when we consider 
that practically everybody in the United States 
speaks 
English. We don’t need a universal 
symbol language. 
Finally, 
are 
International signs really as 
instantly meaningful as partisans say they are? 
Europe’s system includes a picture of a gate. 
Sa what does that mean? There*s a car and a 


m otorcycle. Would you have known that this 
means the road 
is closed to motor vehicles? 
There’s a circle around a diagonal bar, as one 
sign. 
No one would know tHat this means “ end 
of speed lim it” unless he’d learned it. 
Learned it. It invple must In' educated to the 
meaning of International signs (and the three Just 
cited arc typical), then what is their advantage 
over the American 
system which jK'ople also 
must learn? 
The wisdom of a switch to the International 
system a p p e a r s even more doubtful when one 
considers that 
a 
nationwide drive to make 
American traffic signs more meaningful, and 
valuable 
in saving lives and moving traffic, 
has Ix'en underway for a couple years. 
C ities, 
counties and 
states 
are erecting 
larger signs with standard colors and designs, 
and reflective coating which glows in head­ 
lights, to replace bent and rusted signs, and signs 
too small or confusing in wording or shape. 
It’s a necessary job these traffic officials are 
doing. Sixty-two 
per cent of thousands of 
motorists 
in an 
American 
Automobile As­ 
sociation survey, asked what annoys them most, 
checked 
“ Confusing or Inadequate Direction 
Signs.” 
Upgrading our own

Bob Sikes was com m issioned

He dropped out In De­ 
cem b er, 1936, the sam e year 
that H itler occupied the Rhine­ 
land and mack* It fairly clear 
w ar might tie im minent. 
Elected to C ongress In 1940, 
Sikes stuck to his desk until 
the final days of the war 
I i i 
Eurojxi. In October, 1944, as the 
U. S. Army was racing toward 
the Rhine, he wangled a quickie 
com m ission 
as 
a Major and 
ru sh ed off to Europe for a th re e - 
month inspection tour. He re­ 
turned to Washington during the 
bloody Battle of the Bulge to 
reoccupy his seat when Con­ 


g r e s s 
convened In 
January, 
1945. 
He appeared m ore Interested 
In 
fighting the Battle of the 
Budget than the Battle of the 
Bulge. 
N evertheless, 
h e 
claim ed 
in 
the 
biographical 
sk etch he subm itted to Who’s 
Who that he had " s e rv e d 
in 
European T heater, World War 
II.” 
He didn’t give up his M ajor’s 
rank im mediately but rem ained 
on Inactive duty until the war 
ended. 
He 
formally resigned 
his com m ission In D ecember, 
1945. 
The 
following year, he was 
nam ed to 
the 
House 
Armed 
S erv ices 
C om m ittee. T hree 
m onths 
later, 
back 
into the 
Army R eserv es he went— In 
M arch, 
1946— this time as 
a 
Lieutenant Colonel. That’s quite 
a 
prom otion 
in 
only three 
months, 
especially 
consider­ 
ing the fact that he was not 
In the Army during those three 
months. A lot of other R eserv es 
would like to take three months 
off and 
get prom oted during 
th e ir vacation. 
In 1949 Sikes switched to the 
A ppropriations C o m m i t t e e , 
which controls the governm ent 
p u rse - strin g s.

By Calvin Manon In 
The Kansas City Tlm aa 
The accompanying acc ount of a 
combination 
of 
old 
and new 
transportation to speed the tra ­ 
veler on his way, back In 1860, 
may remind twentieth century 
trav elers of a sim ilar expedient 
three decades ago. 
Airplanes were slow In 1929, 
and the nation had no marked 
airw ays. Without either visual 
o r radio navigation aids, pas­ 
senger planes could not fly at 
night. So railroads and a ir ­ 
lines joined hands. The traveler 
would fly by day, in a l ord 
trl-m o to r commonly called the 
“ Tin G oose/’ and continue his 
Journey by puilman car at night. 
The trip required 48 hours — 
two days In the air, two nights 
in a puilman t>erth. 
Transcontinental Air T rans­ 
port, a predecessor of T.W.A., 
started the service July 3,1929. 
In Octolier, 1930, the newT.W.A. 
offered a ll-a ir transportation 
acro ss the country in 36 hours, 
the passengers spending the 
night In Kansas City. Two years 
la te r there was through air s e r­ 
vice In 24 hours with, of c ourse, 
many stops to fuel the 10- 
passenger, 
100-m ile-an-hour 
planes. 
Today’s trav eler speeds from 
coast to coast nonstop In 4 1/2 
hours; and In a few years may 
be doing It In an hour and a half. 
Soon the sum m er vacation ads 
will blossom out, offering trips 
to every point of the com pass, 
Including jet flights to Europe 
In a m atter of a few hours. 
None of these travel opportuni­ 
tie s, however, Is likely to c a r­ 
ry more Impact on the readers 
than an ad appearing In the Dally 
K ansas City Journal of Com­ 
m erce March 6, 1860 - 105 
y ears ago. 
The display announced a new 
steam boat and rati service to 
St. Louis by way of the Han­ 
nibal 
A St. Joseph railroad. 
The railroad Itself hadn't yet 
reached Kansas City. 
Gist of the ad was In two 
te rse sentences: 
Time from 
Kansas City to 
St. Louis twenty-eight hours. 
Three days saved over any 
other route. 
Other travel ads close to the 
startling H. & St. J. announce­ 
m ent offered 24-hour service 
from St. Louis to Chicago over 
the Alton A Chicago R. R., 
com plete with sleeping car s e r­ 
vice; 
fast 
through schedules 
from W estern term inals 
to 
Pittsburgh on the Pennsylvania 
C entral, where direct connec­ 
tions could be made with three 
dally 
trains for 
New York, 
Washington and Baltim ore, with 
Woodruff 
sleeping 
cars a t­ 
tached 
to express and fast 
train s. (There was a discreet 
silence concerning the tim e in­ 
volved. ) For those travelers 
hardly enough to reach New 
York, the St. Nicholas hotel 
offered sumptuous accom moda­ 
tions for 1,000 guests — ap art­ 
m ents for fam ilies. 
PRIMITIVE ROLLING STOCK 
The Hannibal 
& St. Joseph 
railro ad advertisem ent, under 
the 
heading “ New A rrange­ 
m ents for 1860," was an ornate 
display bit for the 
tim es 
dressed up with two woodcuts, 
one showing an early-day train, 
and the other a sidewheeler 
riv e r steam er, the two modes 
of transportation used In 
the 
“ flying trip " across M issouri. 
Woodcuts evidently were hard 
to come by, for the train shown 
w as one long outdated, even in 


1860. It consisted of a p rim i­ 
tive four-wheeled cabless loco­ 
m otive , a flat car that served 
a s a baggage c a rrie r and two 
oversized stage coaches, each 
mounted on a 4 -wheeled truck, 
equipment that went out of use 
in the late 1830s or 1840s. 
Identifying Itself as the “ Great 
United States Mail and Express 
L in e," (the H. & St. J. had 
won a mall contract the year 
b fore by running a train from 
Hannibal toSt. Joseph In slightly 
m ore than four hours, a tim e not 
to l« equaled for another 70 
years), the railroad announced: 
“ The 
shortest, 
quickest, 
cheapest and only reliable line 
from Kansas City to any of the 
ea ste rn , northern or southern 
cities. 
“ The company's packets will 
arriv e at Kansas City at 1 
•o'clock p.m ., and leave at 6 — 
a.m ., connecting at Atchison 
with the railroad. 
Only 
60 
m iles of steam boat travel. Time 
from Kansas City to St. Louis, 
tw enty-eight hours. Three days 
saved over any other route. 
P assengers will find It to their 
advantage to call at the office 
of the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
R.R. Company, corner of Dela­ 
w are street and the levee near 
the U.S. E xpress. 
THE MEALS WERE FREE 
“ Be sure and buy 
through 
tickets and save money. Bag­ 
gage checked through at Atchi­ 
son -- meals and stateroom s 
free . . . 
“ Passengers can take their 
choice of routes to St. Louis 
by way of N.M.R.R., or take 
steam er from Hannibal to St. 
L ouis." 
The North M issouri railroad 
route offered Is the present 
Wabash line from Chillicotheto 
St. Louis. 
While not apparent to 
the 
casual reader, the ad reflected 
the Intense fight which was l>e- 
glnnlng among the M issouri riv ­ 
e r cities from Kansas City to 
St. Joseph over which was to 
get the first M issouri 
riv er 
bridge and become the main 
term inal for a railroad to the 
W est. 
St. Joseph was off to a run­ 
ning start. The Hannibal A St. 
Joseph, the first railroad west 
of the M ississippi, had com ­ 
pleted Its line across M issouri 
the year before and had cap­ 
tured the government mail con­ 
tra c t heretofore held by stages 
and riv er packets. 
This railroad was projected 
originally as the eastern seg­ 
m ent of a transcontinental route 
to the West Coast. 
The road 
w as to cro ss the M issouri river 
at St. Joseph, continue across 
N ortheastern Kansas 
for 100 
m iles and 
on into 
Nebraska 
w estward to a junction with the 
C entral Pacific . From Grand

Island, Neb., west, this Is the 
sam e route followed today by 
the Union Pacific's transconti­ 
nental line. The St. Joseph to ^ 
Grand Island branch of the Un­ 
ion Pacific is the route origi­ 
nally envisaged as the overland 
line of the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
railroad. 
The famed Pony Express fol­ 
lowed this original route all the 
way from St. Joseph to S acra­ 
mento, 
Calif., 
where It con­ 
nected wltti the em bryo Central 
Pacific which was pushing ea st­ 
ward. 
STALLED BY MERCHANTS 
Instead of getting the M is­ 
so u ri bridged and the H. A St. 
J . on its way west, a group of 
St. Joseph m erchants and busi­ 
ness 
leaders 
dellt>erately 
stalled the project. They could 
see no reason to forego the big 
profits in outfitting the over­ 
land stages and private expedi­ 
tions to California. 
The ( ivil war came along soon 
afterw ard and bands of Con­ 
federate 
guerrillas were 
so 
successful In cutting the ra il­ 
road In North M issouri that the 
federal government gave up this 
route 
and 
started all over, 
crossing Iowa and Nebraska 
through Omaha, Instead of M is­ 
souri 
and Kansas through St. 
Joseph. 
Loss of the big transconti­ 
nental plum didn't stop the five 
riv e r communities on the Mis- 
sourl-K ansas lo rd er - Atchison 
— and Leavenworth 
In K ansas,- 
and St. Joseph, Weston and Kan­ 
sa s 
City In M issouri. 
They 
locked horns in a fierce battle 
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for the first bridge, a battle 
that went all the way to Wash­ 
ington, since the bridge would 
he at least partly a federal 
project. Officials of the H. YSt. 
J . didn’t care which community 
won, but they Intended to he at 
the 
bridgehead, 
wherever It 
was. 
Accordingly, 
Hannibal A St. 
Joseph branches reached Wln- 
throp (East Atchison), Weston, 
near I^avenworth, and pushed 
southwest from Cameron, Mo., 
through 
Clay 
County toward 
Kansas City. 
Atchison supporters were so 
certain of ultimate victory that 
they didn’t wait for the bridge 
before they started a railroad to 
the West. They promoted the 
Atchison A Pike’s Peak ra il­ 
road, and actually had It run­ 
ning trains from Atchison to 
the sm all hamlet of W atervllle 
In 
M arshall County, Kansas. 
Atchison claimed to be the 
only city In Kansas on the ra il­ 
road blandly Ignoring the fact 
that the only way to get from 
Atchison proper to the Hanni­ 
bal A St. Joseph term inal In 
W lnthrop, or East Atchison, was 
by ferry across the M issouri 
riv er. 
The Wlnthrop term inal 
actually was the “ Atchison" re ­ 
ferred to In the ad In the 
Kansas City newspaper of 1860.

The trip required 48 hours — 
two days in the air, two nights 
in a pullman l**rth. 
Transcontinental Air T rans­ 
port, a predecessor of T.W .A., 
started the service July 3,1929. 
In Octolier, 1930, the new T.W.A. 
offered all-air transportation 
a cro ss the country In 36 hours, 
the 
passengers 
spending the 
night in Kansas City. Two years 
la ter there was through air se r ­ 
vice in 24 hours with, of course, 
many 
stops to fuel 
the 
10- 
passenger, 
100-m lle-an-hour 
planes. 
Today's traveler speeds from 
coast to coast nonstop In 4 1/2 
hours; and In a few years may 
be doing it In an hour and a half.

Pittsburgh on the Pennsylvania

to express and fast 
train s. (There was a d iscreet 
silen ce concerning the tim e In­

The A, B, C's of fresh pear: 
at this time of year, are tht 
Anjou, Bose and Comice varie­ 
ties — fresh, juicy and avail­ 
able in large numbers. 
These three, plus Winter Ne­ 
lls, are considered the 
major 
v arieties of winter pears, those 
now coming to market from the 
west coast states. According to 
"the U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture, although this crop is 
below 
average, 
it is con­ 
siderably larger than a year 
ago and available supplies are 
far larger than in 1964. 
Selection 
of 
fresh pears 
generally depends on the wa> 
they are to be used -- and how 
soon. 
Pears are ready-to-ea! 
when they yield readily to thumb 
pressure at the base of the 
stem . 
For cooking or keeping 
at home a few days, slightly 
underripe fruit is a good choice. 
In general, USDA's Consumer 
and Marketing Service advises 
choosing pears which are fairly 
firm , but not hard. They should

The best test of ripeness is 
touch.

The employer would then take 
another look at the applicant 
and either turn him down or 
hire him. 
It was that simple. 
But no longer, Nowadays, a 
college senior takes as many 
tests from industrial employ­ 
ment experts as he does from 
his own professors. 
Intelligence tests. Aptitude and 
attitude 
tests. 
Personality 
tests. Hours and hours ofthem. 
Hundreds and hundreds of ques­ 
tions, many of them in areas 
that once would have been re­ 
garded as strictly private. 
And these tests are no longer 
confined to executive jol«. They 
are now being given to all sorts 
of job seekers, Including aspir­ 
ing truck drivers. 
At least one company is said 
to ask almost 500 questions of 
the eager applicant. Real block-, 
busters, some of them. Such 
as, does he prefer a tub lath 
or a shower? Is he afraid of 
deep water? What does he think 
of women being allowed in bars? 
Some companies not only are 
giving these tests to new ap­ 
plicants for jobs but also are 
tossing them at employes who 
have been working there for 
years—including even senior 
executives. 


It's all part of space age ef­ 
ficiency. Sometimes you have 
to wonder where efficiency 
leaves off and invasion of pri­ 
vacy begins. On the other hand, 
if it helps the applicant and the 
company find what each is look­ 
ing tor, how can you fight it? 
You can't help hoping, how­ 
ever, 
that among 
all those 
questions there is one which 
asks; 
‘By the way, what do 
you think of being courteous 
to other people, Including the 
customer?” 


If the answer to that question 
were 
weighted heavily, 
the 
whole testing machinery might 
be well worth-while.

Detergents 
Not the 
Real Answer 


Homeowners living in hard 
water areas -- 85 per cent of 
the country, to be exact -- may 
think they have licked the prob­ 
lem 
of sticky, 
clinging soap 
curds in the wash by 
using a 
synthetic detergent incorporat­ 
ing some type of water soften­ 
ing agent. 
Actually, this is no more than 
a token solution to 
the prob­ 
lem, reports the 
Plumbing - 
Heating - Cooling Information 
Bureau, The detergent used may 
do a good job of tying up the 
water hardness during the wash 
cycle in the automatic clothes 
washer -- fine. So far, so good. 
But when the wash water drains 
out, to be replaced by the hard, 
unprotected rinse water, there 
is nothing to prevent a fresh 
deposit of water hardness scum, 
dulling 
the 
appearance 
of 
freshly laundered articles. 
The only effective way 
to 
eliminate the hard water prob­ 
lem once and for all is to 
install 
modern home 
water 
softening 
equipment, 
the 
Bureau 
points 
out. Many 
municipalities partially soften 
water, sometimes down to about 
5 grains of hardness. However, 
since water of 3 or more grains 
is considered hard, there still 
is need for home equipment.

water, responsible for
